Maurice Maschke Arraigned 
With Four Others in 
$570,000 Treasury

CLEVELAND, July 30.—Mau- 


rice Maschke, Republican County 
leader, and four others today en- 


tered pleas of not guilty to charges 
of embezzlement and larceny in 
connection with Cuyahoga Coun- 
ty’s treasury deficit of $570,382. — 
Maschke, accused of aiding and 
abetting embezzlement of $140,000 
from the treasury and larceny of 
the same money, was released un- 
der $20,000 bond signed by Carmi 
Thompson, prominent Republican. 
The others who pleaded not 
guilty are Council Herman H. 
Finkle, a Republican ward leader: 
Henry A. Beckerman, associate of 
Maschke; H. H. Felsman, Becker- 
man's law partner, and Charles 
Bernstein, insurance and real es- 
tate operator. All but Finkle were 
released on $20,000 bond. Finkle 
gave $10,000 bond. 

Alex Bernstein, former Chief 
Deputy Treasurer and half-brother 
of Charles, is ill at his home and 
is not expected to be arraigned be- 
fore Monday. Joseph F. Lange, 
discharged Deputy Treasurer and 
the seventh man ‘indicted, did not 
appear. 

The indictments, returned yes- 
terday, charged Alex Bernstein 
with embezzling $140,000 and $37,- 
278, and named Maschke, Finkle, 
Beckerman, Felsman and Charlies 
Bernstein as aiders and abetters. 
Lange was charged with forging a 
personal tax bill stub for $283 and 
with embezzlement of $2097. 

The. penal for the offense 
charged is a prison term ranging 
from-one to 20 years.

The United States was invited to 
name a member of the organizing 
committee at Geneva which is ar- 
ranging for the conference. This 
country also was advised to name 


an economist and a financial expert 
to assist the preparatory committee 
drawing up the program. 


The State Department has al- 
ready indicated it would accept 
such a conference invitation pro- 
vided that debts and tariffs were 
not on the agenda. 

To Discuss Silver. 

The counselor of the British Em- 
bassy, D. G. Osborne, transmitted 
the invitation to Secretary Stimson 
under a letter dated July 28: It 
said: ; 

“These invitations are extended 
on the understanding that the 
question of reparations, of debts 
and of specific tariff rates (as dis- 
tinguished from tariff policy) ‘will 
be excluded from the scope of the 
conference and that among the 
monetary matters within its scope 
will be the question of silver.” 


The note inviting the United 


izing committee, was also dated at 
the British Embassy in Washing- 
ton, July 28, and signed by Coun- 
sellor Osborne. The invitation to 
the United States to participate in 
preparaory committee work was 
dated at 10 Downing street, Lon- 
don, July 13, and signed by Prime 
Minister Ramsay MacDonald, as 
president of the Lausanne confer- 
ence. 

“It will be observed that the 
conference decided that the League 
of Nations should be invited to con- 
voke a conference on monetary and 
economic questions,” it said, “and 
that the preliminary examination 
of these questions should be en- 
trusted to an authoritative commit- 
tee of experts on which the Gov- 
ernments of Germany, Belgium, 
the United Kingdom, Italy and 
Japan were each invited to appoint 
two representatives, one qualified 
to deal with economic questions, 
the other qualified to deal with 
financial questions.. 

“The conference further resolved 
to invite the Guvernment of the 
United States of America to be 
represented on the committee on 
the same basis as the Governments 
of the states mentioned above.” 

Resolution five, which provided 
for the world economic confer- 
ence, said: 

“The conference, apart from the 
questions already dealt with, has 
further undertaken te decide upon 
the measures necessary to solve 
the other economic and financial 
difficulties which are responsible 
for, and may prolong, the present 
world crisis. 9

Also Inspects Garden Plots Which 
Are Being Worked by the

DETROIT, July 30.— Henry Ford, 
now a farmer as well as an auto- 
mobile manufacturer, was 69 years 
old today. He planned to spend 
most of the day inspecting the 15,- 
000 acres and innumé@rable gardens 
which are contributions to his 
„back to the land” movement. 

Most of the Ford farms are in 
Southeastern Michigan and he 
makes the rounds of them several 
times a week. Only a few days 
ago, he rolled up his sleeves and 
made emergency repairs on a 
threshing machine which had brok- 
en down. 

The garden plots are in Dear- 
born and environs. They are being 
worked without cost by the unem- 
ployed and by men from the Ford 
plant who care to raise their own 
vegetables.

AN IDEA FOR THE RAILROADS. 

J. Raymond Dyer, Democratic candidate for Con- 
gress in the Missouri free-for-all, has a novel plan for 
improving the condition of the railroads. He er- 
plains it as follows: 


Self-csustaining, constructive work can and 
should be undertaken. I have long had in mind 
the motorizing of the more advantageously situ- 
ated railroad roadbeds of the country in a manner 
that would also permit them to continue to serve 
the trains. : 

The railroads already deep in the grip of 
depression and more than ready to capitalize 
on their rights of way as a communication net- 
work available to the motor transportation in- 
dustry, there can be little other than lack of lead- 
ership preventing the starting of that work. 
Every railroad has large deposits of sand and 
gravel on fts right of way. ‘Cement is cheap. 
Only a few mechanical difficulties stand in the 
way of making railroad roadbeds serve concur- 
rently both steam and motor transportation. 
Such an undertaking would give work to well 
over a million men, resuscitate the transporta- 
tion industry and Jay the foundation for a huge, 
privately-owned dual medium transportation sys-
